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Province funds Mechanical Engineering 
and Pacific Rim Studies at UVic 


UVic plans to proceed immediately with 
the establishment of a Department of 
Mechanical (Industrial) Engineering 
and to strengthen its program in Pacific 
Rim Studies, following approval of fund¬ 
ing for these programs June 13 by the 
provincial government. 

Post-Secondary Education Minister 
Russell Fraser has announced that the 
province has allocated $7,760,000 this 
year to introduce new programs and to 
maintain and build upon existing excel¬ 
lence at the three B.C. universities. Of 
this total $1,570,000 was allotted to UVic 
while UBC receives $4,660,000 and SFU 
$1,530,000. 

In addition, the government has allo¬ 
cated $7 million for faculty merit pay 
increases at the three universities, $2 
million for non-salary inflation and 
insurance increases, and $1 million for 
research activities. 

UVic Pr^ident Dr. Howard Petclr - 
expressed surprise and delight at the 
total amount. ‘‘Mr. Fraser must have 


persuaded the government to raise the 
priority for university support,” he said. 
“Also, in providing fund for faculty 
merit salary increases the government 
has recognized that our faculty salaries 
have fallen badly behind the marketplace 

UVic receives $400,000 this year to 
initiate a Department of Mechanical 
(Industrial) Engineering, $400,000 for 
Pacific Rim Studies, $750,000 for engi¬ 
neering equipment and $20,000 to plan a 
proposed centre of excellence in forest 
science research and graduate study. 

Mechanical Engineering will offer 
options in computer-aided design and 
manufacturing and robotics, industrial 
engineering and engineering manage¬ 
ment, and ocean engineering. 

Dr. Alfred Fischer, Acting Dean of 
Engineering, said the first step is the 
appointment of a chairman for mechani¬ 
cal engineering. “I expect a chairman 
will be nam^d during thra academic 
year,” he said. 

Fischer added that students enrolling 


in Electrical Engineering in September 
of this year will have the option of 
transferring to mechanical engineering 
in 1987 since all engineering students 
will take a common first year of studies. 

Mechanical Engineering will be physi- 
cally located in former army huts 
vacated by Electrical Engineering and 
the Department of Biochemistry and 
Microbiology in late 1985. 

There will be 15 to 18 faculty members 
and an undergraduate student intake of 
80 students a year when the program is 
established. Estimated operating cost of 
mechanical engineering is $3 million a 
year when the program is fully 
established. 

The program in Pacific Rim Studies 
follows 10 years of development of an 
institutional base for interdisciplinary 
initiatives in Pacific Rim subject areas 
at UVic. 

UVic will establish three chairs for 
specialists in economic relations and 
law of the Pacific Rim. Economic rela¬ 


tions will focus on Japan and China and 
the chair in law will embody compara¬ 
tive law in Pacific Rim countries, with 
an emphasis on commercial and eco¬ 
nomic regulations. 

The professors appointed to the chairs 
will be part of an interdisciplinary 
research unit tentatively called the Cen¬ 
tre for Pacific Rim Studies. Some of the 
work may be located at The Island 
Pacific Institute (formerly Gillain 
Manor), near Sidney, a $6.1 million prop-, 
erty acquired recently through a private 
gift to UVic. The Institute, a modem resi¬ 
dential conference and study facility, 
will be open for business this year. 

The university has also received pri¬ 
vate donations to support, for the next 
four years, much of the infrastructure 
costs of the Centre and three graduate 
and professional fellowships. 

It is expected that professors to fill the 
three chairs will be recruited this year 
with the first to take up the position in 
January of 1987. 


Campus renovations carried out 



While there have been no major building 
projects at UVic for several years, work 
is progressing on a number of renova¬ 
tions and maintenance projects. 

The most visible project on campus is 
the 6,000-foot addition to the Campus 
Services Building. This project will be 
completed this summer to house the 
Canada Employment Centre now 
located in University Centre and the 
administrative offices of the Co¬ 
operative Education Program, now 
located in the Clearihue Building. The 
two new offices in the Student Services 
Building will be in close proximity to the 
Business and Industry Development 
Centre (BIDC) established early this 
year in that building. 

A major maintenance project is the 
replacing of the heating mains linking 
the Commons Block boiler and the boiler 
in the Clearihue Building. This is a form 
of preventative maintenance since the 
old heating mains are more than 20 
years old. 

Director of Planning Ian Campbell 
explains that there has been a problem 
with leakage from the old mains, partic¬ 
ularly with the mains adjacent to Uni¬ 
versity Centre which have had to be dug 
up three times. 

“We are replacing heating mains that 
have become corroded and encasing all 
of the mains in concrete boxes,” says 
Campbell. “In this way we can extend 
the life of the mains for another 20 to 25 
years.” 

Work on the mains will continue on an 
annual basis until the project is 
completed. 


Another project is a major renovation 
to upgrade the ventilation for the fume 
hoods in the labs of the Elliott Building. 

The second floor of University Centre 
is undergoing renovations to accommo¬ 
date several shifts within that building. 
The shifts include the consolidation of 
University Extension and Community 
Relations units in one area. Distance 
Education staff have moved from the 
Sedge wick Building into University 
“Centre and Communications and Public 
Relations, including the Ring and the 
Alumni Association will follow early in 
August. 

Conference Services moved to the 
Commons Block from University Centre 
earlier this year and will move again to 
the Craigdarroch office block. 

The Faculty of Graduate Studies has 
shifted offices but remains on the second 
floor of the University Centre. 

The office of the Dean of Graduate Stu¬ 
dies is now A209. The office of Research 
Administration is now located in 
Sedgewick 110. 

Renovations and shifts in office space 
have also occurred in Food Services. The 
new office for Food Services in the Cad- 
boro Commons, is in the former Raven's 
Wing. The Raven's Wing and Pizzeria 
will be re-opened this fall after being 
reconstructed on the south side of the 
Commons Block. 

Renovations are scheduled for the Cof¬ 
fee Gardens in the Commons Block this 
fall and there are plans for an extension 
to the popular University Centre cafete¬ 
ria in 1987. 
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UVTP produces 

immersion video with Mt. Doug 


**Deux fois le courage 
Deux fois Vvantage” 

The quote above sums up the feelings of 
a group of Mount Douglas High School 
students about their experience with 
French Immersion. Roughly translated, 
it states that it takes twice the courage to 
stick with the program but there are 
twice the advantages to those who take 
it. 

Now, thanks to a group of volunteer 
students from UVic’s Theatre Depart¬ 
ment and UVic Television Productions, 
those sentiments and more are 
expressed in a fast-paced rock video, 
Immerse-toi, featuring the talents of the 
13 Mt. Douglas students. 

The Mt. Doug students who conceived 
the idea of a rock video are the first 
Immersion class to go through the entire 
system in Victoria. Before they gradu¬ 
ated in June of this year, they decided to 
describe their experience, in musical 
form. 

The catalyst behind the project is 
Roger Gaudet who received his Bachelor 
of Fine arts degree at UVic in the Thea¬ 
tre Department. Gaudet is a rarity, a 
French-Canadian born and raised in 
Victoria and he clings fiercely to his Gal¬ 
lic heritage. 

He has been a student monitor for 
French in classrooms in Victoria for sev¬ 
eral years and visited Mt. Doug to hold 
theatre workshops for Immersion stu¬ 
dents. ‘T was doing some theatre exer¬ 
cises with them and we decided we’d like 
to produce a play,” he explains. “Then, 
the kids felt they’d like to do a rock video 
instead and the idea just took off from 
there.” 

The group received financial backing 
from La Troupe de la Seizieme, a 
Vancouver-based group which develops 
projects for teen-age groups. 

The Mt. Doug students and Gaudet 
brainstormed about what they wanted 
to say in the video and decided early that 
they ^quld take a non-violent, non- 
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sexist approach.” The creative aspect of 
the video was left up to the students,” 
says Gaudet. 

“We decided to place the emphasis on 
the people in the program. The students 
wanted to show the importance to them 
of being in Immersion, despite the diffi¬ 
culties. They felt it gives them two 
advantages to deal in two cultures 
rather than one. Their job prospects are 
better and they have a better under¬ 
standing of the world.” 

The students also wanted to show that 
they were no different than other stu¬ 
dents, but involved in a special project. 

Gaudet enlisted the help of other thea¬ 
tre students in the project. Kelt Eccles- 
ton, Mark Wilson, Hugh Harper and 
John Garland assisted the troupe many 
evenings, including some that deve¬ 
loped into all-night sessions, to complete 
the project. 

Director Gord Moore and Dr. Murray 
Edwards of UVTP were called in to 
assist. The final result is a three-and-a- 
half minute video that zooms along to a 
fast beat and French lyrics that describe 
the trials and successes of being in 
French Immersion. 

Gaudet plans to have the rock video 
distributed to schools to encourage 
Immersion. A video explaining how the 
rock video was made is also in the works, 
also to be distributed to schools. 

“For all of us, it was a learning expe¬ 
rience,” says Gaudet. “And I hope the 
benefits of Immersion come across.”

The hourly wage for students qualify¬ 
ing for the program will be $6, with maxi¬ 
mum allowable earnings set at $900 for 
150 hours of work in the September 
through April period. 


Departments interested in having stu¬ 
dents work for them on academically- 
related research-type employment 
should submit job descriptions to Ted 
Sawchuck, Director of Student & Ancil¬ 
lary Services. Job descriptions should 
include descriptions of the skills 
required and duties.

Students looking for work study possi¬ 
bilities should have an interview with an 
advisor in the UVic Financial Aid Office 
after July 15.

“Friendships were an 
extremely important part of his life.” 

Peterson was 38 when, he died after 
suffering a massive heart attack during 
a game of floor hockey. Peterson was a 
concerned member of Physicians for 
Social Responsibility. An avid 
sportsman, he played basketball, 
squash, raquetball and tennis on a 
regular basis. His death came as a great 
shock to all who knew him. 

“We believe that Steve would have 
wished to lend financial support to 
needy nursing and pre-med students 
and that such support will provide a 


fitting and continuing tribute to the 
values Steve held dear,” says Avio.

Wang to work with UVic 


The $21 million Wang Canada Ltd. com¬ 
puter research centre now being estab¬ 
lished in Victoria has been hailed by 
UVic President Dr. Howard Fetch as a 
“major breakthrough’' in establishing 
this city as a centre for high-tech 
industry. 

Fetch attended a news conference 
June 17 at which Bob McClelland, 
Industry and Small Business Develop¬ 
ment Minister, announced an agree¬ 
ment between the provincial 
government and Wang Canada Ltd. for 
the establishment of the computer 
research and development centre and a 
software marketing centre in Victoria. 

The new facility will create more than 
100 permanent jobs. At the same time 
the provincial government has signed a 
$34 million contract for purchase of 
Wang computer systems for government 
use over the next five years. 

Fetch said UVic looks forward to co¬ 
operative ventures with Wang, includ¬ 
ing Wang’s employment of Co-operative 
Education Program students and joint 
research projects. 

He said the Wang research and devel¬ 
opment centre should do “great things 
for the economy of the Victoria area.” 

Wang Canada President Ray Harri¬ 
son said the centre will be the first of its 
kind in North America to be established 
outside W ang’s headquarters in Lovell, 
Mass. 


“We expect to be able to attract above- 
average bright young people from your 
excellent educational system here in the 
province,” said Harrison. 

“W e’re going to be looking for mainly 
software development computer science 
grads and engineering people. Certainly 
the bulk of our staff will be professionals 
with some support staff.” 

A major portion of the government’s 
purchase from W ang wiU be used for the 
Ministry also buying some computer 
equipment. 

Wang is a $2.? billion corporation 
which spends $200 million a year on 
research and development.
